kept only in such locations and under such conditions as shall be approved by the 
board of health. 

Rule 7. Every person engaged in the manufacture, storage, transportation, sale, 
or distribution of ice cream, immediately on the occurrence of any case or cases of 
infectious disease, either liimself or in his family, or amongst his employees, or within 
the building or premises where ice cream is manufactured, stored, sold, or distrib- 
uted, shall notify the Springfield Board of Health and at the same time shall suspend 
the sale and distribution of ice cream until authorized to resume the same by said 
board of health. No vessels which have been handled by persons suffering from 
such disease shall be used to hold or convey ice cream until they have been thor- 
oughly sterilized. 

Rule 8. All cream, milk, or skimmed milk employed in the manufacture of ice 
cream shall, before use, be kept at a temperature not higher than 50° F. 

Rule 9. No old or melted ice cream or ice cream returned to a manufacturer from 
whatever cause shall again be used in the preparation of ice cream. 

SPRINGFIELD, OHIO. 

Visiting Nurse— Appointment, Duties, and Salary. (Ord. 182, Oct. 21, 1914.) 

Section 1. That a visiting nurse shall be appointed in the department of public 
health, but not for any prescribed term. The said visiting nurse shall be a person 
skilled and experienced in the performance of the duties of a visiting nurse and 
shall perform the duties incident to such employment under the direction and con- 
trol of the director of public health, and shall perform such other duties as may be 
required by the city commission or by the director of public health. Such visiting 
nurse shall receive compensation at the rate of $900 a year, payable semimonthly, 
and shall give bond in the sum of $1,000. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated from the unappropriated moneys in the 
public-health fund the sum of $150, to be expended, upon proper voucher, for the 
purpose of paying the compensation of such visiting nurse for the remainder of the 
present fiscal year. 
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
